Oliver murder’d his 
own Soveraign, ufuitp’d his Government contrary 
to the Laws of the Land, and had no Regafd to 
the Law of Naticns, but facrific’d every Thing tO 
his Ambition.. I don’t fay, that Don Pantaleon de 
Sa, the Murderer, did not deferve Death, but it 
fhould Have been inflicted on him by his own Ma- 
fter, the King of Portugal, or Reprizals made upon 
him in cafe of Refufal ; whereas thetaking that Gen- 
tlemah out of his Brother the Ambaflador's Houfe, 
and putting him to Death by our Law, was one

Obf. Not too falt, Roger. If Ambafladors be 
wile Men, they will be very careftll in the Choice 
of their Retinue ; and if any of them commit 
Crimes, they punifli them themfélves; or if Cif- 
cumftances will not allow that, procure their Ma- 
fters to do. it.
